Before Setting Up Your 
Computer 

When positioning your computer, ensure that 
you allow easy access to a power source, 
adequate ventilation, and a level surface to 
place your computer. 

Restricting airflow around your Inspiron 
laptop may cause it to overheat. To prevent 
overheating ensure that you leave at least 
10.2 cm (4 inches) at the back of the computer 
and a minimum of 5.1 cm (2 inches) on all other 
sides. You should never place your computer in 
an enclosed space, such as a cabinet or drawer 
when it is powered on.

WARNING: Do not block, push objects 
into, or allow dust to accumulate in 
the air vents. Do not store your Dell™ 
computer in a low-airflow environment, 
such as a closed briefcase, while it is 
powered on. Restricting the airflow can 
damage the computer or cause a fire. 

The computer turns on the fan when the 
computer gets hot. Fan noise is normal 
and does not indicate a problem with the 
fan or the computer.

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Solving Problems 

Beep Codes 

Your computer might emit a series of beeps 
during start-up if the monitor cannot display 
errors or problems. The following repetitive 
beep codes help you troubleshoot problems 
with your computer. 

NOTE: To replace parts, see the Service 
Manual on the Dell Support website at 
support.dell.com/manuals. 

Two beeps — No memory/RAM detected 

• Remove the memory modules, reinstall 
one module and restart the computer. If 
the computer starts normally, reinstall an 
additional module. Continue until you have 
identified a faulty module or reinstalled all 
modules without an error. 

• If available, install memory modules of the 
same type in your computer. 

• If the problem persists, contact Dell (see 
"Contacting Dell" on page 63). 
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Three beeps — Possible motherboard failure - 
Chipset error 

Contact Dell (see "Contacting Dell” on page 63). 
Four beeps — Memory/RAM failure 

• Ensure that no special memory module/ 
memory connector placement requirements 
exist (see the Service Manual on the Dell 
Support website at support.dell.com/manuals). 

• Verify that the memory modules that you are 
installing are compatible with your computer. 

• For more information about the type of 
memory supported by your computer, see 
"Specifications” on page 66. 

• If the problem persists, contact Dell (see 
"Contacting Dell" on page 63). 

Six beeps — Video BIOS failure 
Replace the video card. 

Seven beeps —— Central Processor Unit failure 
Replace the central processor unit (CPU). 

Eight beeps — Display failure 
Replace the display. 


Network Problems 

Wireless Connections 

If the wireless network connection is lost — 

The wireless router is offline or wireless has 
been disabled on the computer. 

• Check your wireless router to ensure it is 
powered on and connected to your data 
source (cable modem or network hub). 

• Interference may be blocking or interrupting 
your wireless connection. Try moving the 
computer closer to your wireless router.

• Re-establish your connection to the wireless 

router: 

a. Ensure that wireless is turned on your 
computer (see "Enable or Disable 
Wireless" on page 10). 

b. Save and close any open files, and exit 
any open programs. 

c. Click Start ¢1— > Connect To. 

d. Follow the instructions on the screen to 
complete the setup. 

Wired Connections 

If the network connection is lost — The cable 
is loose or damaged. Checkthe cable to ensure 
it is plugged in and not damaged.

Power Problems 

If the power light is off — The computer is 
either turned off, in hibernate mode, or is not 
receiving power. 

• Press the power button. The computer 
resumes normal operation if it is off or in 
hibernate mode. 

• Reseat the AC adapter into both the power 
connector on the computer and the electrical 
outlet. 

• If the AC adapter is plugged into a power 
strip, ensure that the power strip is plugged 
into an electrical outlet and that the power 
strip is turned on. Also temporarily bypass 
power protection devices, power strips, and 
power extension cables to verify that the 
computer turns on properly. 
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• Ensure that the electrical outlet is working 
by testing it with another device, such as 
a lamp. 

• Check the AC adapter cable connections. 

If the AC adapter has a light, ensure that the 
light on the AC adapter is on. 

If the power light is solid white and the 
computer is not responding — The computer 
is either turned ofT, in hibernate state or the 
display may not be responding. 

• Press the power button. The computer 
resumes normal operation if it is off or in 
hibernate mode. 

• If the display is not be responding, press 
the power button until the computer turns 
off and then turn it back on. If the problem 
persists, contact Dell (see "Contacting Dell” 
on page 63). 


If the power light is breathing white and the 
computer is not responding — The computer 
is in standby mode or the display may not be 
responding. 

• Press a key on the keyboard, move the 
connected mouse or a finger on the touch 
pad, or press the power button to resume 
normal operation. 

• If the display is not be responding, press 
the power button until the computer turns 
off and then turn it back on. If the problem 
persists, contact Dell (see "Contacting Dell” 
on page 63). 

If the power light is solid amber and the 
computer is not responding — The computer 
is on, in standby mode with low battery, or the 
display may not be responding. 

• Connect the AC adapter to power the 
computer and charge the battery.

• Move the connected mouse or a finger on 
the touch pad to resume normal operation. 

• If the display is not be responding, press 
the power button until the computer turns 
off and then turn it back on. If the problem 
persists, contact Dell (see "Contacting Dell" 
on page 63). 

If you encounter interference that hinders 
reception on your computer — An unwanted 
signal is creating interference by interrupting or 
blocking other signals. Some possible causes of 
interference are: 

• Power, keyboard, and mouse extension cables. 

• Foo many devices connected to a power strip. 

• Multiple power strips connected to the same 
electrical outlet.

Memory Problems 

If you receive an insufficient memory 
message —— 

• Save and close any open files and exit any 
open programs you are not using to see if 
that resolves the problem. 

• See the software documentation for 
minimum memory requirements. If 
necessary, install additional memory (see the 
Service Manual on the Dell Support website 
at support.dell.com/manuals). 

• Reseat the memory modules (see the 
Service Manual on the Dell Support 
website at support.dell.com/manuals) to 
ensure that your computer is successfully 
communicating with the memory. 
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If you experience other memory problems — 

• Ensure that you are following the memory 
installation guidelines (see the Service 
Manual on the Dell Support website at 
support.dell.com/manuals). 

• Check if the memory module is compatible 
with your computer. Your computer supports 
DDR2 memory. For more information about the 
type of memory supported by your computer, 
see "Specifications" on page 66. 

• Run the Dell Diagnostics (see "Dell 
Diagnostics” on page 47). 

• Reseat the memory modules (see the 
Service Manual on the Dell Support website at 
support.dell.com/manuals) to ensure that your 
computer is successfully communicating with 
the memory. 


Lockups and Software 
Problems 

If the computer does not start up — Ensure that 
the AC adapter cable is firmly connected to the 
computer and to the electrical outlet. 

If a program stops responding — 

End the program: 

1. Press <CtrlxShiftxEsc> simultaneously. 

2. Click Applications. 

3. Select the program that is no longer 
responding. 

4. Click End Task. 


Solving Problems 


If a program crashes repeatedly — Check the 
software documentation. If necessary, uninstall 
and then reinstall the program. 

^ NOTE: Software usually includes 
installation instructions in its 
documentation or on the CD. 

If the computer stops responding or a solid blue 
screen appears —— 

WARNING: You might lose data if you are 
unable to perform an operating system 
shutdown. 

If you are unable to get a response by pressing 
a key on your keyboard or moving your mouse, 
press the power button for at least 8 to10 seconds 
until the computer turns off and then restart your 
computer.

If a program is designed for an earlier 
Microsoft® Windows® operating 
system — 

Run the Program Compatibility Wizard. The 
Program Compatibility Wizard configures 
a program so that it runs in an environment 
similar to non-Windows Vista operating system 
environments. 

1. Click Start _ — Control Panel—» 
Programs— Use an older program with this 
version of Windows. 

2. In the welcome screen, click Next. 

3. Follow the instructions on the screen. 

If you have other software problems — 

• Back up your files immediately. 

• Use a virus-scanning program to check the 
hard drive or CDs. 

• Save and close any open files or programs 
and shut down your computer through the 
Start ^ menu. 
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• Check the software documentation or 
contact the software manufacturer for 
troubleshooting information: 

-Ensure that the program is compatible 
with the operating system installed on 
your computer. 

- Ensure that your computer meets the 
minimum hardware requirements needed 
to run the software. See the software 
documentation for information. 

-Ensure that the program is installed and 
configured properly. 

-Verify that the device drivers do not 
conflict with the program.
